“1. He would engage in business for 
the purpose of glorifying God and not 
for the primary purpose of making 
money 

“2 All money that might be made 
he would never regard as his own, but 
as trust funds to be used for the good 
of humanity.

May, June and August always be¬ 
gin on different days from each 
other and every mouth in the year. 
The first and last days of the year 
are always the same. These rules 
do not apply to leap year, when 
comparison is made between days 
before and after February 29. 


Housekeeping; Accounts. 

The habit of keeping a strict ac¬ 
count of every farthing received 
and spent is one of the most effect¬ 
ual checks to unnecessary outlay. 
If it is to be of any service this ac¬ 
count must be kept regularly and 
precisely. The entries, however 
trifling, should be made daily, and 
at the end of the week fhe sum 
total on either side should be 
added up and balanced, care being 
taken to notice whether the cash 
in hand agrees with the statement 
of account. At certain fixed dates, 
such as the end of the week or the 
end of each month, the details of 
payment should be examined, and 
each item carried out and placed 
under its respective head, such as 
meat, bread, milk, etc. By 
this means a comparison can be 
easily made between the expenses 
of one week and those of another, 
and excess of unnecessary expen¬ 
diture can be at once discovered 
and checked. When the ready 
money system is not adopted in 
the family, and hills are sent in 
for payment, a separate book 
should be kept, in which an entry 
can be made of every article sup¬ 
plied for household use; and this 
book should be compared with the 
tradesman’s accounts when they 
are presented for payment, so that 
any decrepancy between the two 
may be pointed out and rectified.

Eating Between Meals. 

However slight the meal may 
be, it should be fixed as to time 
and quantity, these being deter¬ 
mined by the hours of the family 
meals and by the amount the chil¬ 
dren ear.

In the mean- 
risis time a set of younger women took

rooms carpeted with doughnuts, 
cake, and coffee; bookshelves sand 
wiclied with broken meat, cake 
and pieces of apple; window sills, 
flowing with milk and coffee; par¬ 
lor table, rich with crumbs of cake 
mingled with tea; stairs,-frontand 
back, slippery with food, and with 
a look of disgust, called the oldest 
boy to help put up bedsteads that 
were taken down to make more 
space for the company 7 . We had 
many donation parties after that, 
but none so rich in fragments, and 
perhaps none that left the pantry 
and cellar, better filled' with sub¬ 
stantial food. 

At one time, father was away 
from home two or three weeks. 
On his return, there was a rumor 
in the family 7 that we were going 
to move. I recall the chill that 
came over me, at the thought of 
leaving the place which had al¬ 
ways been my home. He had con¬ 
fided to good ’ Deacon Brown the 
situation. He could nob live ou 
his present salary 7 and was going 
to seek a new field. This worldly 7 
mindedness shocked the good dea¬ 
con, and he hoped no one would 
want him enough to pay him a 
larger salary. He. also thought if 
this was known in the parish, it 
would injure his usefulness. It 
was with great difficulty that his 
present salary was raised, and the 
suggestion of raising more would 
break up tbe whole parish prob¬ 
ably. And so, to keep the peace, 
he kept silent. Father was quite 
disturbed on his return, to find 
that no notice had been taken of 
the cause of his absence, and asked 
that a council be called immedi¬ 
ately to dismiss him. The parish 
arose as one man and said they 7 
could not let him go, but would 
raise au additional hundred dol¬ 
lars, if he would remain for that. 
This was one hundred dollars less 
than he had been offered, but such 
was his attachment to Bethel, his 
first love, that he consented to re¬ 
main, and his last .years were spent 
in luxury, though not in idleness, 
on a salary 7 of “four hundred dol¬ 
lars a year; one-half in money and 
oue-half in produce.” 

I must not close without the 
moral, “Love is worth more than 
money 7 .” A millionaire could not 
have won the love and respect of 
the town as he did. Said a young 
minister who preached here as a 
candidate years ago,- “Your father 
must have been a remarkable man 
to have left an impression that 
has lasted twen(y 7 -five years!' Ev¬ 
erywhere I hear him spoken of as 
having done so much for the 
town.” His- desire was to- die 
among his own people, and God 
granted his request. He-died Feb- 
uary 11. 1850. His funeral was at¬ 
tended by a large mourning con¬ 
gregation of those who had grown 
up under his miuistry. I quote 
I from* Dr. Lapbam’s History 7 of 
Bethel, “A man who had tbe abil¬ 
ity to direct the spiritual interests 
of a church and society so long, is 
worthy of no ordinary record, and 
his name is passed down to poster¬ 
ity, as one who was honored by 
those who best knew him.”

But it has wought in¬ 
calculable good to the community, 
and has givfen comfort and 
strength, with many spiritual bles¬ 
sings, to all who have heartily ac¬ 
cepted its teachings, aud devoted 
themselves loyally to its service. 

You do well to honor the memo¬ 
ries of the faithful men and wo¬ 
men who have loved this church, 
and have prayed and labored for 
its welfare, and have kept it true 
to its holy mission. You do well 
to render thanks to God for what¬ 
ever measure of material prosper¬ 
ity and of spiritual power he has 
given it, through the century that 
is gone. But in no other way can 
you so truly honor the memories 
of your predecessors, or so mani- 
festlyshowyour thankfulness to the 
great Head of the church, as by 
giving yourselves in a new spirit 
of consecration to the service of 
this church, and in a new baptism 
of faith to the communion of the 
church which is invisible.

THE GRAIN HARVEST. 

When to Cut tlie Small Grains—Use 
of tlie Self Binder. 

The exact time of harvesting small 
grains depends primarily upon the use 
to which the ei-op is to he put. With 
wheat, where the straw is a second¬ 
ary consideration or no consideration 
at ail, as is the case in the greater part 
of the wheat growing sections of the 
United States, it should he cut when 
the grain will weigh the most, To se¬ 
cure this condition cut when tlie grain 
is in the advanced dough state. On 
small farms where one machine is used 
for the entire crop, this rule must be 
Varied according to circumstances. If 
the crop is attacked by the Ilessian fly, 
straw falling occurs and becomes more 
serious as the grain matures. It is 
consequently advisable to begin cut¬ 
ting a little earlier, so as to secure as 
much of this injured grain as possible. 
The binder should he run low in this 
event, to gather up the fallen heads. 
Then, too, if the crop is attacked by 
rust, the sooner the crop is in the shock 
the better. The longer it stands the 
more injury the grain will sustain. If 
the wheat is allowed to get too ripe, 
great loss results from shattering 
when the bundles are handled. In view 
of all these considerations, no definite 
rule can be given as to tlie best time 
for harvesting wheat, hut each farmer 
must be governed by circumstances. 

With oats, the condition of the straw 
must be considered as well as that of 
the grain, as this makes valuable for¬ 
age, provided the ci'op is cut at the 
proper time and well cui-ed. If the j 
weather is dry, as is usually the case 
during oats harvest, cut when on the 
green order, bind in small bundles, put 
up in shocks containing not more than 
ten sheaves and stack as soon as 
thoroughly dried out. When thrashed, 
the grain may not weigh quite as heav¬ 
ily as when allowed to stand a week | 
longer, but the straw will he very nu¬ 
tritious and almost as valuable as tim¬ 
othy hay for cattle and horses. Some 
farmers pi’efer to cut their oats with 
a mower and treat it exactly as they 
do hay. In this case, after it is cut 
with a mower, it is raked into wind¬ 
rows and taken directly to the barn or 
stack. It is not thrashed, but the grain 
and straw are fed together. 

For young stock and dairy cattle this 
bind of food, if well cured, is especially 
desirable. Because of the shortness of 
the clover crop this season more oats 
than usual will he cut in this manner. 
It is necessary when storing to put in 
some place whei-e mice and rats can¬ 
not got at it readily, otherwise there 
will be great loss. The rats not only 
destroy tho grain of the oats, but cut 
up and mutilate many of tho leaves, 
rendering the forage unpalatable and 
unlit for feed. As a rule, most farmers 
prefer to cut their oats with a hinder. 

In concluding this advice about har¬ 
vesting tho small grains American 
Agriculturist notes the excellent work 
of the modern self hinder: It cuts ev¬ 
erything from tho flax to the tallest 
rye. Self hinders are now so simple 
that almost any one can operate them, 
and they need hut little extra attention. 
Keep well oiled, never allowing the ma¬ 
chine, particularly the canvas parts, to 
get wet. Cover It carefully each night 
and place in a shed as soon as the har¬ 
vest is completed, 

Late Cnbbage. 

Keep the soil between the rows loose 
and free from weeds by use of the 
horse hoe or the corn plow. Ihime- 
diately around the plants the hand liee 
should occasionally bo used’to keep the 
ground loose and porous. A handful or 
more of superphosphate of lime hoed 
In around each plant whon about one- 
third grown or a little earlier Will have 
a strikingly beneficial effect on tlie 
thriftiness of the plants. 

This keeping of the plants In healthy 
condition by heavy manuring and good 
tillage is mentioned in W< Atlee Bur¬ 
pee's little manual on growing cabbage 
as the best remedy against cabbage 
lice, which during iong dry spells in 
many seasons cause great damage to 
the cabbage crop. Some salt strewn on 
the cabbage has also a good effect for 
keeping off destructive vermin, and so 
have ashes thrown upon the cabbages, 

A large grain of salt dropped in the 
center of the leaves when tho plants 
are of proper size for boginning to head 
is said to induce a disposition for head¬ 
ing in plants that seem indisposed to 
form heads. It might be worth trying. 

Saving the Late encumber Croli. 
Co-operative spraying experiments 
of the Ohio station upon a commercial 
scale have given an increase of 75 
bushels per acre upon sprayed com¬ 
pared with unsprayed cucumber vines 
attacked by downy mildew. 

The practicability of saving the late 
crop of cucumbers from down mildew 
by use of bordeaux mixture is fully 
demonstrated by the experiments. 1 
Spraying for this purpose need not bo 1 
begun earlier than July 25 to Aug. 1. 

If tt crop of pickles or cucumbers Is 
harvested by Aug. 15, spraying for 
downy mildew is not required. 

A ScotcK Verdict on Nltrngin. 

A Scotch investigator concludes that ■ 
“the conditions under Which we are 
warranted in expecting that nitragin • 
will be of service to agriculture are 
the absence of sufficient nitrogenous 
matter in the soil capable of produc¬ 
ing a full leguminous crop and the ab¬ 
sence of the bacillus radicicola, which | 
enables the plant to obtain a sufficient 
supply of nitrogen from the atmos¬ 
phere. It is doubtful if these two con¬ 
ditions Will be found to coexist in any 
soil under rotation in this Country.”

How to Make Great Corn Land. 

The southern cowpeas in the north 
are of value only as a green fallow 
crop to turn under. They grow, even 
Jd thin soil, with much vigor and make 
a large crop to turn under, growing in 
CO days, rooting very deep. We have 
dug out roots that went .down in 
heavy clay two feet, and then there 
was more to follow after. The land 
should he made good and the peas—or 
rather beans, for beans they are- 
should be drilled fairly well into the 
ground. Some put in a few oats, but 
Whether this pays we have doubts. 
These peas should uot be put in before 
June 1, when the soil is both hot and 
fairly moist, but after this they will 
grow without much rain. They should 
not be allowed to get too ripe before 
turning under. Where land is very 
much run down it would be a good 
plan to turn them under in early Sep¬ 
tember and work in a sowing of Cana¬ 
dian peas on the same ground the last 
of September—about tlie 20th—let them 
grow and lie on the land through the 
winter as mulch, adding so many more 
roots, humus and fertility to the soil, 
and the following year it will make 
great corn land—if an experience of 
mine is any guide in the matter, says 
John Gould in the Ohio Farmer.

A MESSAGE STICK. 

sage stick” aud sends it by a trusty mes¬ 
senger. These sticks are covered with 
picture writing of the most primitive 
kind, and the message bearer usually 
has to explain them. The stick, a copy 
of which is shown in tins column, bore 
a message asking one chief to bring tho 
warriors of his tribe to a meeting place 
to hold a conference witli the warriors 
of the chief who sent tho stick. The face 
of the stick shows that the messenger 
was sent by way of the river and when 
the moon was new. The hack of the 
stick shows that the meeting is to be on 
the opposite side of the river when the 
moon is full. This sort of picture writ¬ 
ing is common among the savages of 
Australia, and the hearer of surh a mes¬ 
sage is never molested, his message stick 
giving him free passage through the 
territory of friendly or unfriendly tribes 
alike.—Chicago Record. 

‘Wlien Trees Go to Sleep. 

Trees and plants have their regular 
times for going to sleep, as well as boys 
and girls. They need the same chance 
to rest from the work of growing and to 
repair and oil the machinery of life. 
Some plauts do all their sleeping in the 
winter while the ground is frozen and 
the limbs are bare of leaves. In tropical 
countries, where tho snow never falls and 
it is always growing weather, the trees 
repose durit: - the rainy season or during 
periods of dt jugiit. They always choose 
the most unfavorable working time for 
doing their sleeping, just ns mankind 
chooses tlio night, when he cannot see 
to work. In eimuectiou with this interest¬ 
ing fact a Norwegian observer has made 
some interesting experiments, in which 
he has tried to chloroform plants, and he 
has found that the fumes of this anaes¬ 
thetic, or sleep giver, has a marked effect 
on the plant, making it sleep harder 
and grow faster when it wakes up.

Again, he began his personal 
government at the death of Mazatin in 
1661; add 1-0-6-i—14. Again, he reigned 
72 years; multiply 7 by 2—14. Again, lie 
died at 77; add 7-7—14, Again, his fa¬ 
ther, Louis XIII, died May 14, 1643; 
add 1-6-4-3—14, His grandfather, I-Ienry 
IV, died May 14. Louis XIV died in 
1715, and so kept the 14 up even to his 
death, for add 1-7-1-5—14.

Consul Nelson of Bergen reports that 
0 company has been formed In Tele- 
warden, eastern Norway, for breeding 
and ra -ing reindeer on a large scale. 
At the head of this undertaking Is Nils 
Dolmen, one of the teachers in the peo¬ 
ple's high school, aud for a time he 
will personally superintend the indus¬ 
try. The company has already bought 
2,400 deer for 28.000 kroner ( 57 , 504 . 1 , 
and by degrees they will increase the 
herd to between 3,000 aud 4,000 deer. 
When this number has beeu reached, 
the company will be enabled to kill 
about 3.000 deer every year without 
diminishing the herd. When slaugh¬ 
tered, a deer is worth about 20 kroner 
(57.313), a I'd there are good markets for 
this meat, especially in France and 
Belgium. The company also hopes to 
Induce England to purchase it. In or¬ 
der to prevent the glutting of the mar¬ 
ket during the winter season a can¬ 
ning plant will be attached to the farm 
for the purpose of preserving the meat. 
This hermetic factory will also can red 
char (a species of small salmon) and 
ptarmigan. The company controls 50 
to 00 square miles of wild mountain 
land.
